1. The 1952 Zast German -economie plan called for the production of 2,520,000 
tons of cement. On 15 Aveust 1952 the State Secretary for Cherlistry and 
Nonmetallic Minerals, Dirk van Rickelen » informed the State Planning Con~ 
mission that the cement works under his jurisdiction would fail to fulfill 
the 1952 cement production quota by 440,000 tons. 


2. The State Planning Comnission attributed this failure to meet the cerent 
production quota to the non-fulfillment of ecnetreetion projects centained 
in a decree cf the Ministerial Council dated 17 iwy 1951. This decree 
called for the construction of a Slag cement plant at Lisenhuetten! cnbinat
